The delicionus collection of ename's of Petito
preserve 10 ug the features of those charming

errons who constituted the preciouses of Liue
‘inee Rovate, Nipon de "Enclos appears in
thein as & very protty dehicate persontge (not ns«
she beonme ancrwards, plump and rotand),
with i livery eve, a huzh forehead, and a hali
open motth breathing voluptuonsneas, Iy her
glae i & young girl benming  wh mtetlirence,
the proteae of Ninon de VEuclos, the lover of
the Chevatler de Mere, and ihe beloved of the
superintendent of Fouguet fwho placed her pors
truit at the Chatedu de Beaux by the side of toat
o! Mademoiselle de In Valliere), Mademoiselle
d’Aubigne, afterwards Madanie Searvon, aod
then the allpowerful Madame de Muintenon.

All the incidents of love amd gallantry of the
era of Louis X1IT attach themseives more or
le=s to the beautiinl quarter wnich &t that tine
gtretched from the goid palace ot the Tournelles,
wilh its treluses ol grape-vines aud 1'8 groves o
cherry trees (whence the names of Rues Bewuay
* Wreillis und De la Cerisaie =]l to be met witn),
to beyond the Bastille Saiut Antoine, When
the old palace of Charles VII was pulled down,
Mary o Medicis, tull of reminiscences of Plo-
rence, designed streets and sguaares, with foan-
tains and lolty mansions, smid which the Seine
flowed, Just as the Arno does through Pisa suad
the city of the Medicis, The Argenal, In which
dwelt the morose Su'lv, was completed in the
time of Henri IV, aod bebind ous the hotel of
the tressurer Lomet, u moryel of Veneilan and
Floren ine architeciure. When Henri IV de-
signed the Piace Royale, his iden was to (ntro-
duce a ** Place” like that of 81 Mark at Venice
in Paris, with shops, gallerics, and butbs, Toe
gentlemen who promensded under the-e [taling
colonnades wore broad nrimmed telt hats with
red feathers, nnd boo's ol yellow kid with stes]
spurs, und black or grev couis thrown, da*er the
fashion ol the Spamards, over their short conts
and white roffs.  Thelr adventurous aspect was
heightened by a barbiche or barbichon (a tuft
on the chin, ealied * roval” af that time, becanse
introduced by Lonis X111 10 opoosttion to the
Hugunenot beard of Henri 1V), but, above all,
by the fashion of wearing the rapier, the hand
resting on the hilt, o that toe pomnt should stick
ug from bencath the muptle, like a perpaiual
challenge 10 step aside into the meadows of the
Bastille, the spor where these Gallie “* Rodo-
monts” were ot that epoch ever prickinz one
another in order to win fuvor in the eyes ol
the 1air,

Amorg the falr and frail ones who paraded
the Pluge KHoyale was the ravishing Princess of
Conde, with whom Henry IV had tollen despe-
rately in love m bis old ave. She and others
dwelt In hotels over the colonnade, or o the
Rues des Tourpeiles, Des Besux-Treiliis, D ln
©erikaie, or in thar ot Saint Anicine, which,
siarting from the Courch of St. Gervis, the
parish of armorers and workers in gold, ja4t s
Haint Eustache was of the drapers and bute aers,
siretched to St, Paul, where the “miguons” of
Heury 1 lay buried, Close by was the Convent
of the Celestimg, anvtnineg bot gloomy, tor the
monks were professod horticnltunsts, as also
the Convent of St Mary, where the ladies went
st prayer time; jer the Dbeautiful sinners
were mot wanting at least in the appenr-
ance of devotion. The Rue des Tourneilvs
led by an avenue ol chesnut trees and an
open meadow 1o the green slopes of the Buys-
tille, the terrible dungron of despotism, but
which differed In outward sepect very slightly
from the royal palace< o! the fourteenth centnry—
Vincennee, the Louvre, and the Tanrpelles—
having vast porehes, great central conrt, wad
extensive gardens., The pride of the Rue S.
Antoine was the Hotel Lesdignieres, renowned
for its sumpluons decorations,  Beyound ail was
the Faubourg 8t. Antoine, colonized by Germans,
skilful workers in ebony and other valaahle
weods. These colonists eame mainly from Nu-
remberg, Cologne, and Steasvourg, The Island
oi Bt, Louis separated the populous quarter of
Notre Dame and the * villaga” ot St, Marcean
from the aristocracy of the Marais, and the
fnancier Rambouillet reveived at his chawenu of
Renilly the whole nf the gociety of the Place
Royale—ladies, magisirates, poots, and * gan-
tilshommes d’epee,” when the tournaments and
festivals of the * Place” sell we v over,

The g0 called “gentilshommes d'epea” were not
all Gascons Mousquetaires, chevanx legors, or
adventarers, They numbered the Condes, the
Rolbans, the Epernons, the Guises, and the
Grammonts, ns woll as the D'Artegnans, among
thelr ranke. Fvery geotleman was at that
epoch « duellist, The *salles d'esrrime ot
d'armes” themselves, conducted by old geatle-
men, were in Louis XIIT's time ealled “acade.
miea,” The habit of frhting for the most
trifling cause was 8o lnveterate that genllemen
were to be seen engaged in mortal combat at
the corner of every street, Baron de Cantel,
celebrated by Madame de Sevigne, had gone,
for example, on Easter dav 1o the churh of St
Paul. An atlendant of the Count Bouteville
came to inform him that his master was vaiting
for him at the Porte Bt, Anioine, tosecond ham in
aocombut, The Count gtarted in his tew-dny
garb and light shoes, drewhis rapler ns a second,
miicted a =evere wound upon the Connt de
Poungibaud, and retorned Lome withomt know-
ing anyibing about (he canses which had
orought about the duel, The historian Gregory
Laity saysthat this Baron de Ohanial was
killed at the defense of the [sland of Rhe, by
Cromwell, at that time an officer in the British
army, These habits of risking 160 for the most
trifling canses indoced a pecullar moral enn-
dition,

Money was disrecarded, Gentlemen gambled
in the tent, or even in the trenches, and cheated
und fought lor the stakes. They were thougist
lese, hrave, even foollinrdy, and sl the same
time dlsorderly and drunken, slbeit al ways chi-
valrous and alwass punctilious on the point of
honor; snd it wase of such material that Louls
XL, bimself brave and imoetuous, made up
his threo compankes of “*Mousquetiires” and
attached 'bhem to bis vorsonal service. They
were 80 called, although muskets were bv no
means 8 noveliy in the service.  These privileged
companics wore a grey or black coat, with a
great cross on the breast, after the fashion of
the Kniphts Templar, grey felt hats with
feathers, kid bools, and a clonk, half for them-
selves and ball for their horses, They were
mostly Gaecons, oadets of good houses, and the
King knew them sl by name, and_treated them
a8 hig chiloren. They, ou thelr side, ware ready
to do any'hing ihe King commanded them.
They would arrest 8 marshal ot France, & minis-
ter, n cardinal, nay, the Pope himself (hat off
and knee on the ground), if so bidden., If one
of the company was insalted, it was to insnlt
thé whole. Although often pennf
mothers genernlly sent some old servant of the
house to carry thelr muske!s and take care of
them! The Black Mousquetaires had uaplendid
hotel for barracks bevond the Bastille, on the
road o Charenten, now the Hosplee de Quinze-

Viegt, They sgngtitnied the of the Place
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Royal, and were the pete of the besutifol “pre
clousen” af the Rue acs Tournelles,

The amd Place Royale was complated in 1616,
It wus goon peopled by the most joyous and yet
fbe most refined society ot the capital, Thoe
two pearls of that soeiety were midimitiedly
Marion Delorme and Niaon de I'Bnalos, who
were quite young st that enoob,  Marion
Delorme descended from n good fawily, and
micht have been well pettlod in the world; but
the romances of Madeleme Sendury had cor-
rupted her, us well a8 many O‘hf‘fl". who were
led to deem mariiage 10 be no abviication of the
“righis of woman,” The theme i< not so new
a8 some people deem it to be,  Her first lover,
the fionneer Porticelll, bed lowded her with
presenis, Clng-Mars was so enamore ) thut ne
wished to marey ber, and that when La Perte,
Senpecterre, Moiesens, Chatitlon, and Brissuc
were sighing at her feet.  Marion, howover,
wonld neither marry the King's favorite nor any
one eles, Yot it s recorded of her that she was
attentive 1o her religious dutios, and asstduons
in her attondance at the “*Mmime " now s bar
r ack of goendarmerie,

It was otherwise with Ninon de 'Enclos: she
had, it s gadd, bheen educated n the principles
of Epicuréan philogophy by M. de PEnclos,
Thern was & school at that epoch, nmone whon
were (ia sendy, the master ol Moliere, Polresc,
and others, who opealy professed a spint ot
skapticlsm and the parnmount o of pleasire;
and M. de 'Eunclos was ope of its members,
Hinee it was thiat Niuon de PEnclos kaew no
morn! resteaints,  be #rst oblect of hes atfec.
tous e amd to have been Andoler (aitsewards
Chatillon)s but it was the mere capiice ot a
mwomen=, an’d she «oon exchaopgel pim lor
another, Betore she had actained her mpeteanth
your (2he was born In 16140), ahe hind bad saint
Estienne snd M. de Romvrar ‘for lovers: and M.
de Coulon, 4 vich partlumentary ecounsclor,
allowed ner tive hondred livrees 4 month,

At thie tirst epoch of her hite Ninon s sald to
have most invored wesithy sudors, and she took
with oprn hand from Roathoubtlet, Particelli,
and ofhers of thelr stamp. Her salon was hong
with yellow Damnscus sk, and [arnished wita
costly eleganve, She received in it princes,
geatlemen, tinpueiers, connsellovs, and auchors
but 1ew of her own sex: anvdd yot her salon h.ui
not at that epoch a\l'\lllirt-ﬂ the importines
whieh it did during the stivring epoch of the
Fronde, when the Maruls beenme one ol the
centres of conspiracy, and Nmon de 'Enclos’
salon its heart,

Nnon's bosom friends were Madame Gowdrein,
nee heot d'Hedonville, beld in bieh esteem at
the Place Royale. ana Mademolselle Paulety who,
tnough trom Languedoe, had golden har ana a
brilliantly lair complexion, to which were added
all the Yire and anemation ol the conth. Thas fuir
Indy had n 3L de Geise, one of the great leagiine
race, a2 o lover upon starting 1 iy and  coutd
not forgst him. The connsotior ol the preclouses
wit= & Madame Pton, the wealthy wi'e of a
procurenr av chatelel, but her adv.ce was not
alweys abided by, Do what you have a mind,”
she used to -ay, “bUT Dover comniit yourselves
on paper,” Such sdviee was not Jost upon per-
son+ ke Mudame de Roliap, who, replete with
wit and repartee, never lel u sonoer lo her
charms go by unanswered,  Madame de Roban,
who was a0 enthn=astiie salmicer of Madeleine
de Seudery, had abandoned the splendid hotel of
the Guiches, simply (or the pleasue of dwelling
with the precieuses on “la Place.” ns the Prace
Rosnte was often spoken of for breviiy's <age,
and to stroll with them in the atrernoon under
the shude of ite old elm trees, whinee came the
old proverb, *Atrendez-mol sous Vorme.” Made-
leine de Boudery was also of traditional descent,
heing from Apt in Provence, and he roled as
queen by her abilittes, which, adapied to the
tuste of the day in her “Corte du Teadre,”
became the model tor the writings of Bassy-
Rabutin, Hamwilton, D' Artaenin, awd the Hus
divrastic Searron, the wits ol la Place,” at a
fime when the Court sajourned o Smatr Gers
main,

How it hapnened thnl
the falr Anne of Anstrin, safroundel by the
b llinnt “danes o'honnenr” whouw Mare ol
Medicis sitached from poliey to her person,
himze!f pas=tonutely addicred to teld sports,
ghould have foumd his way to the Marals, we
are not told; but erptan it I that, hetwveen
1630 and 1636, the King becawme deenly conmored
of anoble lady of that quarter, Loalse de 14
Favette, of the old Auvergnat lumile ot that
name. A olue may be diceerncd o the ineident
in Cing Mars superseding as  (avorite 1o the
monarch Baradae, whom Louis had disearded
asn ereature of Richehews (and the Coraingl
took upon himseli alwuvs elther to saupply the
favorites, male or lemale, of the monarch, or
to bmbe and corrupt them to his purposes),
Now, Cing-Mars passed muek of his time in
thne society of the Place Royale, and he may
have exeited the King’s curidsity by the hisrory
of its pamonrs and 1ts intrigues, M, le drand,
however, 08 e wae called, was at firer also o
ereature ol the allpoweriul minisier,

Tallemant des Reaus has traated the character
of Cing-Mars iguobly, ns he has indeca the conrt
of Loms X111, his genllemen, his Mous guoetaires,
and the ladws of honor of the Queen, 1 s
much to be regretted that some writers have
adopted his abominable stores na mstoricul
truths, There could not, M, Capeficue agsinres
ud, be ereater or more detestable perversions of
truth then are to he met with in his pages,
Alfred de YVigone has, however, more than vindi-
ented the charncter of CingMars mn our own
times, e has, indeed, made a tanltless hero of
the youthinl favorite. Cing-Mars was, howevor,
admitiedly protected at the outset by the Cardi.
nal and placed by him in antagonism to Mad'ile
de In Fayette, The intrigue succeeded., The
co-operation of M. Vincent (afterwards 8t Vin-
copnt de Paul) was obtained, and st twenty-tive
veurs of age Mad'lle de la Fayette withdrew
from a Kine's Jlove to tuke the veil in the Con-
vent of Bainte Marie S8aint Antomne.

What were the peonle dolng, it may be asked,
whilst Mary of Medicis and Anne o1 Auostria,
with their bevies of fair ones, kept court at
Suint Germaiu, and the preciense held sway over
wets and orators, Mousguetaires, und chevanx
egers, in the Marnis? They nsed to meet at the
clock-tower, called the sSamamiiine, near the
Pont Neuf, to listen to the buifoons, Tabarin
and Mondes, who reoited ballads und epigrama
apropos of the beauties of the Court and the
“Place,” and of the gallantry of certain per-
sonnges known as Baron Gratelard and Captain
Rodomout; whilst, at the other side of the
bridae, the Italian troop of the Belozo displaved
Harlequin and Colombine, noveltias at that
époch, to a publiec alwavs imitative of its 1ead-
ors, and given up, like them, to dreamy fan-
tastic notions, which could only b enlivened
by the extreme of burlesque. This was also
the epoch of the bully, Cyrano de Berverac,
who was 50 ugly that it was 1mpossible not to
langh at him, vet 1o laugh was tllowed hy an
inevitable challenge, Tle was oalled “le diable
Mousquetatre,” and was at the same tme o
ereature of the Cardinal's.

But Richellen was srowineg old and infirm, wnid
there were not waniling those who rebetled
aguinst his caoriclous tyranny. The hterary
Aspasins of the Place Royule had eyer oeen
opposed to the man who had persecuted the
only one of thoir seb who bad become n mad of
honor and a protege of the King's —Mademolselle
de 1a Pavette, The whole body of the Puarline
ment weie also opposed 1o the Curdinal's policy,
Many bore an fnveterite haired to his person
from privawe grievarces. SBnoh especinlly were
M. dé Thon and Cing-Mais, who negotiated a
treaty with Spain, for which they suiferad the
lnet penaley of the law.

The publie exeention’of the gallant, hund some,
and brave, but misled young wentleman, was g
severe blow 1o the Place Rovale, Clng-Mars had
been obilgl favorite with Marion Delorma, who
shured the sceplre of the Marals with Ninon de
'Enclos, lust as muoch as Louis X111 did that of
St. Germain. with Bicheli-u, For a tims, all
tongues were ghlonced, spd pona dured to com-
mit thempelyes to writing; but o great change
supervened upon the death of the inflexible
min'ater. The exiled of the hotels of the Rues
Halut Antoipe, Do Beau Treillls, De Sgmt Paul,
"r'd Pe Leadiguire—Gaston d'Orleand, the Doke
of Beaufort, the Marshal de Bassompiere, and
De Viotry, and Count de Oramall, all struck
down by Richelleu—reappesared in thelr favorite
haunts. The veteran Bassomplere became the
hero, and Saint Evrement the literary trompet,
of the opposition upder Mazariv, Stil greater

The regency wis 80 epoch of trinmph tor
Marion Deiorme wand Ninon de I'Enclos—tho two
Las ol the Place Rosale, a8 the clusmc Saint
Eviemont called them. Marion had sttained
bor thirtie:h vear at the time of the execution
of Cing-Mars bat she was el in the pesssssion
of ull her charms; and although avariocious by
nutore, she lived w great lnxury, Ninon de
VEneor b& suld to have been evgn  stitl more
dequisitive.  Besides the regfflnr  sube dies
wh ch ehe eeccived trom the Coonsellor Coulon
and the fiinapcier Rembouiliet, ghe & said, to
bave diawn bille of exchange upon her Jovers
with the rayacity of o Jowess, |.ike Marion,
Ninon plaved on the lute and daneed to her ovn
acoompaniment, The lote wuid the theorbe woere
the wstruments most o voeue berore Laully in-
trodueed tne violin Thete b» & portrat of Niton
de Enelos in the collection of engrnviugs ab the
Imperinl Library, m wotch she is repro-ented
ecnted ul an instioment in the jorm ol & plano:
it 18 mot an organ, tor it has no plpes, yot it has
thres rows of keve, oboe above the other, which
permitted n certain development in the ootaves
and gnmots,

The wmportunce of the Place Royale began,
however, at thiz epoch 10 be atlfected by the
riging influence o! the two Hotels Rambouille,
which must not be confounded, One was, na
before observed, at Reullly: the other (formeely
the Hotel Pleam) was in the quarter of the
Tuileries whore are now the gallerics of the
Louvre, The first, mhabited by rich Goanciers,
uttracted those men of the world wno are
always ready to repay their conrt where donble-
‘ouls aod golden pistoles most abound. The
fomaly of Rambowmblet, which jnhabited the
Hotel Pisanl, was ol anite a dilferent order.
The head of the House, the Mavquis of Ram-
houillet, was ol the tamily of Argonnes, wod
his wie, eprung from the Piamnis of Florence,
was one of the most favorad pnd best inlormed
of Mary de Medicl's maide of honor, She
had Yearned Lotin in order to read Vieel), and
Spanish in order to veeite Castilian poems

Al these fmr ladics and galiagnt
gentlemen pas-od their time in plasing mytho-
logical ballits, The passion was o preat for
such, that, disdaining the realitive of hife, the
numes of heathen goddesses were asdimed by
hving persons.  Thus, Loy exanipl- the M-
fitee wias kilown a8 * Arthemlse,” and the
Prulet, or whom * wigs wmtten.

beenu e sdopted and amillarized, polishing off
and retning what had taken root wn the Place
o ade, and the two together had much positive
mifiveuce o woditying the Freoch lanvunge,
They were the sehool 1n which Madnme de Se-
vigne, Bussy Rabutin, snd Baint Evriemont were
tormed, and from which emansted at o later
perion Homilton and Voltuire.

The former literary ymporamnee of the Place
Royale was thus in = turn eflaced by that of
the Hotel Rambuonillet, und the wite who oyce
peopled the grovee ol the Marais emigrated to
the “Flace,” wilach Leeame known, teom the
chivalrous 1estivals held there during the mino-
ey of Lovis X1V, ns the “*Carrousel,”  Buot the
Place Royale soddenly assomed o new import-
ance under the Fronde. Almost all the parlia-
mentary men dwelt in the Martis, They met
every «veping on the “Place,” and 1t was from
thence that the “*Mazarinades,” which consti-
tnte of themselves n colleetion of twenty volumoes
in quarto at the Imperial Library, emanaied, to
be siterwards ohanted on the Pout Neut, The
firat nieetings of the Frondeors were held in
this gquarter. The measures dictated o the
Hotel de Ville to insure the suocess ol popular
insurrection also had thewr origin on the Place
toyale, and 1t was there that arms were Arst
résorted, when the President Broussel was trans
terred to the Basiilite by order of Aune of Aus-
trna.  Master SBcarron gave ithe signal tor the
festival waich led to the barricades of the Rue
Suint Antoine spa to the eapture ol the Arsenal
and the Bastille—evems which were at that
epcch celebrated by wlnminations, dances, and
other extravavances on the “Place.”

The muessing of royal troops around the Marais
and the Fanbourg Salnt Antome terpitied the
monks and nons only, Mademoisel's de la
Fayeite fled to Chatllot, where she founded n
convent; but the democratie “White Mantles”
still held by the Pluce Rovale and the Hotel de
Guige, When Apne of Aogstrin fled from the
Cardinal’s palace to St. Germain, the Place
Royale bectime one ot th(} svats of the popular
government; the wumeipal action remained
with the Hotel de Ville, but the heart and soul
ol the movement was in the Maraw, As usnal,
however, in all such cases, there were two
parties there, one of them favored by the
‘wiande Mademojcelles” ard Madame de Lon-
gueville would admit of no temporizing with
the courtqueen or eardinal. It was they who
put into rhe young king’s mouth the words:—

Mpman est Mazarine,
Et je sus Mazarin.

Others were more moderate in their views, and
were open to srrangements which ahould no
compromise the people. Marion Delorme and
Ninon de 1"Enclos sided with this latter party;
the tourmoil of =edition was unjavorable to the
pursuits of pleasure, and their tnances sadered
from the demuamds ol anm armed revolt, Nay,
Capefigne insinuntes that Ninon was 8o far re
dueed in clrenmstances that she was induced to
give up her blue chumber to Mere, shat he might
meet tnere Mademoiselle d'Aubigne, atterward
Madame Searron, aud then Marchioness of Main-
tenon. This Is a disagrecanle bit of scandsl (o
repest, aud respect for Madame de Mainteuon’s
hterary dishinetion would have led us to piss
it over: but the memorvy of the revooation of the
Bdict of Nantes, and the contempt we feel for
courtesan torned bigol m ber old duys. furbid

was actually only one pablicist at the time ¥ ho
had the courage to defend the Cardinnl, This
was Kennudot, founder of & droad sheet, whick
alterwards becume the Gasefle de Franie, \n
whieh he lsunched forth ounttivg epleraing
against the Place Rovale and its mym-gvu!-,
male and femnle, They were truly fuir game
for the sntirist, and even Soarron himsell,
whon Magarin wns exlled, was base enough to
snlicit submdies irom the Queen. ‘“‘In timés of
revolution,” Cupetiune justly romarks, *'we
must not place implicit rglisnce on the noor-
ruptibility of those who talk loudest: thelr
shricking volees often only elatm & conrribation,
nnd they go with a pamphlet tu Land, like the
Epanish bﬂtn" who solicit charisy with &
poiuted musket.”

ol which was given in honor o Mademo selle de
In Vallwre,

The it ralure which emanatod from the Mace
R‘“ﬂ.lf‘ had Il]*"’. ]Il,’l'll demooratic in 15s ten
deney. Bowe of the best of Courcllies tragedles
had heen written, sod even olased, daring the
troubles of the Fropnde, The writings ol scudery,
La Fontame, Samt EBevremont, Bossy-Fabut,
Rochefoucauld, Sevigne, al! betray the same
regrete tor the past avd for the brught Dmes of
the Place Royale. Bo long ns Pouguet remalaed
i power, tb(' pPrecifiisCE woertc pever wan'ing in
airiend. Nivon is, indecd. sald to have ‘avored
the atiention of the laXurtiousd superinteadent
towards Mad'lle de tn Valhero, a8 sho hng dons
those of Mere towards M'me Searton, * Jamaia
surintendant n's troave de oroslies,” werote
Boilenn ot a larer eépoeh, to rritate Louis XLV
agninst Fouquer, the then persecated captive,

But to this free and sparkling literature o new
gthoetl sveceeded, under the ascendancy ot the
“Grand Monarque™, Mollore lod the way by his
sptire: agomet “Lea Precienses Ridienles” of the
Pinee Royole and the Hotel Ramboullet. Bolliey
tollowed  suit in servile sdolation,  *“LArt
Poetique” is o satire azainet the hterature ol the
Fronde and the wits of the Pluce Royale, It is
the same with Racine; from his “Agamernnon™
to hin “Acsuorus” it 12 always Louis XIV.
“Esther” was M'me de Malotonon.

The Mace Roynle bLad become as an un-
known terntory to the Court of Versullles,
and yet n certuin prestige always attnched itsell
to the beanty ant tnlents of Nimon de I'Enclos,
She wns not reecived ot Versaiiles, and yet she
was not in disgrace; lor In ner latber days she
ha! & powerful proteciress ot coarl in the person
of Mme de Maintenon, who feared her more
than shie loved her, and wished 10 2ee her puss
away in tranquillity, abscrbed in her absurd
pretensions to youth and the practices ol oo
spicurenn philorophy.,

Nivon de PEnclos had as a friend in ber cld
aee the J:oot Chapelle, the iriend of Bachaa-
ment, and he persevered in inditing sonnets and
verses in prawe of her undyging charms and
groces. Ninon hersell wrole verses worthy of
the so¢'ety of which she was one of the leadars,
Ier repartees were admirable for point, and
hiave been often quoted.  But, s she grew old,
eplgreéms did not spare her:—

D la sublime vestu

Dont Plaion aut revetu;
Cor, & hen comptaer son nge,

She wrote 10 Saint Evremont tocome to Pariy,
and that he would find her as mir as in hoer best
duve, The poet replied:— ‘When two lovers
huve known one auother, both bemne young nnd
hundtome, they must not meet again when old
and worn ont, il they wish to preserve pleasant
iHusions,” “l‘iae Froude died out tinally m the
erson ol Cdeux vielles lles amoureuses,” Ninon
tll:- | Enclos and la grande Mademo selle—ihe lat-
ter having teken lor her consort the rakish Due
de Lunzun. Marion Delorme died in the plen-
tude of her charme: but o superannuated cour-
tesnn, however tieh in ntellectnal mits, is
alwanys nidiculous, and often hideous, inevitably
rewinding one of those aged creatures that
Giotto has depicted at the Camoo Santa of Plsa,
wrapped in the folds of serpents which bite the
Hesh that hae sinned. !

1t is, however, still a pleasans thing to wan-
der on a quiet evening from the now trequented
parte of Parls, and stroll pensively through the
streets und “Place” of the Marais, They arve
peapled to the imagination with the shades of
the past—Mosquetaires and chevaux legers,
white and black mantles—Frondeunrs, libeilists,
duellists, and tinanclers, silenily parsding their
arcades; Scearron, Maintenon, Scudery, and
Soviene holding seances with the wit and talent
of the day: crowds of gentlemen dancing
attendance at the portals of Ninon de 'Enclos
and Cing-Mars cantering to a rendesvous with
Marion Delorme. Snch u pilgrimage has more
in *t thon an evening spent in what was, until
recently, the Palais Roval. even with it8 souve-
nire of 1he *petits goupers” of the regency.
